Lee says he has just returned froma search for 
Porter, lasting over three weeks. He has been in 
every large city as far north as Boston, and has 
been able to gather tidings of Porter only at Nor- 
folk, Va. He found that Porter, who had fied from 
his home hatless and without shocs, made his way 
to Norfolk, and was last seen four miles 
from there. He was in the public read 
and was given rides in wagons. He suddenly 
jumped off and sprang into the woods, Lee believes 
he hag pe1ished from exposure. Considerable sums 
of money have arrived here for Lee in the shape of 
English money orders to be tsedin taking care of 
Porter. 
Lee tells a remarkable story. He says that Porter’s 
relatives in Ireland do not want him back there, 
and Solicitor Fry, of Dublin, who has charge of a 
very extensive and valuable property of the estate, 
wrote him (Lee) that he would be allowed by the 
Irish chancery court fifteen hundred dollars yearly 
for taking care of Porter, so that he did not get back 
to Ireland, and that he must be kept under constant 
surveillance. Lee further says that Miss Cecilia 
Porter, of Belleyue, Cork, Ireland, who is a sister of 
this strange creature, does not wish him to return.

The Branch College Appropriations. 
The senate yesterday, by a vote of twenty 
to nineteen, struck out the appropriation of 
$3,000 tothe branch college of the state 
university at Dahlonega and of $2,000 each 
to the branch colleges at Milledgeville, 
Thomasville and Cuthbert, which the house 
of representatives passed in the appropria- 
tion bill. An effort to reconsider will be 
made this morning, and it is said that sev- 
eral senators will be present who were ab- 
gent yesterday, and who are counted as 
being favorable to the house appropriations. 
In our opinion the senate will make a 
mistake to refuse these appropriations. ‘The 
branch colleges have made a splendid show- 
ing before the legislature and have clearly 
demonstrated the merit of their work as 
state institutions. ‘They represent all sec- 
tions of the state and form an {important 
part in the educational system of the state. 
Nothing that the legislature has done has 
been received with more favor by the people 
than the action of the house in so Jiberally 
recognizing the educational interests of the 
state in its appropriations for the common 
school and university funds. The verdict 
of approval has been practically unanimous. 
Let the senate stand by the house, and at 
feast try the experiment one time of a gen- 
erous recognition of the necessity of a lib- 
eral appropriation for the common schools 
and the several branches of the university. 
There is no objection to the $18,000 appro- 
priation for the Technological school, nor to 
the common school appropriation; the 
others involve but asmall amount. Give 
{t and see what will be the return, It is 
worth the trial.

Railroads and State Regulation. 

Mr. Charles Francis Adams, who is him- 

‘ gclf a railroad manager, has recently deliv- 
ered an address in which he says that the 
present deplorable railway situation is as 
much the rcsult of bad systems of manage- 
ment as the operations of the interstate 
commerce act. ; 

It is pretty late in the day for as wise a 
man as Mr. Adamsto be going over this 
ground. It is an old plea, and it is one that 
was made ina very emphatic way by the 
railroads in their opposition to the establish- 
ment of the railroad commission of Georgia. 

When General Robert Toombs thundered 
fn the constitutional convention of 1577 
against the ‘pool’? which bound the rail- 
ways of this state together and smothered 
competition, the excuse was that the pool 
was the result of an effort on the part of the 
rajlroad managers to protect themselves 
against the rapacity and greed of cach other. 

In other words, the pool was made neces- 
gary by the wild-cat management which 
characterized the railroads when each was 
Jeft to its own resources. This was all 
clearly stated in an admirably written pam- 
phiet from the pen.of Colonel H. 5, Haines, 
himself one of the wisest and most conserv- 
ative railway managers this country has ever 
known. 

As amatter of course, the bad manage- 
ment which resulted in wild-cat competition 
was bad—as bad on the business of this sec- 
tion as it was on the railroads—and some 
remedy was absolutely necessary. The pool 
was the necessary outcome of the situation, 
but the operations of the pool were as dis- 
astrous to the public as indiscriminate com- 
petition had been to the railroads. The 
pool smothered all competition, and, under 
its cast-iron rules, the grossest injustice was 
done, not only to individuals, but to whole 
communities. 

When this system was at its worst the 
state commission stepped in and proceeded 
to regulate matters. It was found, however, 
that the commission could only regulate 
local traffic, and then the interstate commis- 
iim was established. It lies ill in the

It isan industria) school for females,estab- 
lished on a similar plan to our technological 
school. 

This schoo] was chartered by the state in 
1884, the legislature appropriating from 

2,000 to $2,500 annually for its support. 

Bids for its location were advertised, and 
by donating twenty acres of land, worth 
$30,000, the town of Columbus secured it.. 
The citizens of the town raised by subscrip- 
tion the sum of $50,000, which was given 
in the shape of non-interest drawing bonds, 
payable in one, two and three years. 

The charter provided that so many girls 
from each county shall be entitled to attend 
the schoo), all that is required being an en- 
trance fee of five dollars. 

Girls are allowed to do work {In the vari- 
ous branches of the school, where labor is 
paid for, and retain their earnings. 

So far the school has succeeded admirably, 
and is not a dollar burden on the state. It 
is rather a pet institution of the state, and 
three hundred and twenty-four girls are now 
in attendance, learning useful trades and 
professions specially adapted to female 
labor. 

Graduates of the institution become so 
proficient in the arts that they find no trou- 
ble in securing positions. The school em- 
braces a number of departments, covering 
the whole line of money-making industrial 
pursuits, and the Mississipians regard it as 
one of their greatest institutions.

Epirors ConstTITuTION:—Will you allow a 
sinali space In your columns from one “‘who don't 
know” much about the manufacturing interests of 
Atlanta, but one who would like to kuow more 
about them? 

In my opinion, “manufacturers of cotton, or 
woolen geods, or almost any kind of merchandise, 
want something more than a ary piece of earth to 
start with. Only lage Sunday you gave a very 
damaging account of our water supply 
reported that one manufacturer 
who wanted a considerablo quantity of 
water to start a new industry could not be supplied. 

Now, let us reason together. There isthe Chat- 
tahoochee river, which according to goou authority, 
can be tapped thirty-five to forty miles from this 
city by acanal and an abundance of water brought 
trom there on tosome one of the many elevations 
about the city, and distributed from there to all 
parts of the city. There would be surplus enough if 
the Canal was properly constructed to fill any one of 
the many branches about the’ city with water, 
which could be utilized for manufacturing purposes 
to great advantage. With a succession 
of dams, the water could be controlled and made to 
do the work of thousands of horsepower as applied 
tosteam, Butit would cost big money. Of course 
itwould, I donot pretendto know how much it 
would cost. ‘But I do know of one town in the west 
with less than one thousend inhabitants and those
